There may be a few who are wearing the 
buttons unworthily, but not many of them carry 
cards, and the design of the Imperial Council is to 
eliminate these as rapidly as possible until none 
remain. This does not mean that those who are 
temporarily unable to pay their dues are to be sum- 
manly deprived of membership — these will always 
be provided for; it does mean that the unworthy 
and al} undesirables must go.

He could not 
be given the honor if he had not been first tried 
and found worthy. The Shrine knows no class 
distinctions, though it shows marked respect for 
rank.
